Generally strong 
livestock, 
egg 
and feed prices contrasted with low­ 
er prices 
on 
grains, 
cotton 
and 
fruits and vegetables in the South­ 
west last week, according to a report 
received by The Herald from the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture’s Production and Marketing 
Administration. 


Grain markets 
reversed 
recent 
trends the past week as wheat, corn 
and sorghums suffered substantial 
losses. 
Oats went down too, and 
barley gained only slightly Improv- 
«. e?K prospects for winter wheat and 
reduced foreign demand tended to 
lower prices. 


Feed markets scored further ad­ 
vances this week despite slow’ de­ 
mand for liberal offerings. 
Lighter 
offerings of good quality hay influ­ 
enced a firm price trend although 
demand fell below normal for the 
season. W ith harvest nearly over 
in most sections of the Southwest, 
peanuts moved to crushers in vol­ 
ume at support prices. 


Cotton prices fluctuated widely, 
but Friday’s price of 35.10 cents per 
pound at Dallas for spot middling 
15-16 stood $2.75 per bale lower than 
a week earlier. 


Southwest egg prices rose cham]v 
during the week on seasonally light 
farm offerings. Dallas paid 55 to 60 
cents per dozen for best current re­ 
ceipts and Denver mostly 53 to 57. 
Top candled eggs brought 60 to 62 
cents at Fort Worth as fresh No. 2 
Extras sold around 58 at New Or­ 
leans. 
Good demand held poultry 
firm. 


Cattle markets ruled steady to 50 
cents higher for the week. Receipts 
continued to decline, and fed classes 
were particularily scarce. 
Houston 
brought a few good yearlings a t $20 
to $23, as San Antonio took med­ 
ium steers at $19.50 to $22.50 and 
shortfed yearlings at $20 to $23 
Fort W orth sold medium and good

Both the worker’s name 
and social security number are need­ 
ed to give the proper wage credit 
on the Social Security Administra­ 
tion’s records.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 
A.—Since th0 World Wax II did 
not start until December 7, 1941, 
veterans with disabilities incurred 
in service prior to that time are 
not entitled to war-time benefits 
unless their service falls under the 
provisions of Public Law 359, 77th 
Congress, which provides that war 
time rates would be authorized if 
the disability was the direct result 
cf armed conflict or -was received 
while the veteran was engaged in 
extra hazardous service including 
such service under conditions sim­ 
ulating war. 
Q.—I am a World War I veteran 
and would like to know if I am eli­ 
gible for medical care and hospitali­ 
zation in a Veterans Administration 
hospital? 
A.—You are eligible for hospitali­ 
zation in a VA hospital lf you have 
a service confected disability. 
If 
your disabilty is non-service con­ 
nected, you must state under oath 
that you are financially unable to 
pey for private treatment. Then you 
must wait until a bed is available 
in a VA hospital. 


Q , — W hat veterans have prefer­ 
ence to Veterans Administration hos­ 
pital beds? 
A.—Veterans suffering from serv­ 
ice connected disabilities apd these 
requiring emergency treatment are 
given preference to hospital beds.

He, with the Clayton Brothers, 
the Curetons, Harts, Blairs and Eu 
banks, had pushed out to Callahan 
County from the Palo Pinto, and 
w’as selling much of his herd to the 
government reservations in New 
Mexico. 
By boldly riding up to 
certain suspected “ranch 
tam ed 
iately following a big raid on his 
herd he and his own well armed 
group of cowhands was able to re­ 
trieve most of the lost animals and 
to do it tactfully and without vio­ 
lence. 
And so on this February day in 
1877 the Cattle Kingdom’s 400 met to 
get up a permanent organization. Tt 
was to be called the Cattle Raisers 
Association of Northwest Texas, and 


its object was: “That the members 
of the Association shall work toget­ 
her for the good and common inter­ 
est of the stockraisers of Northwest 
Texas and to do all in their power 
to advance stock interest.” 
This Cattle Raisers Association of 
other District organizations as well 
as the necleus of the present state 
set-up.

Increased employment during th* 
holiday season brings many requests 
for account number cards to the Ahi. 
lene Social Security office, Ralph T. 
Fisher, manager reminded Hamlin 
employers and employees this week 
“Seasonal and part-time workers in 
stores, shops and other commercial 
establishments need a sooal secur­ 
ity card just like regular and full­ 
time employees. Every worker ought 
to show his card to the employer 
when he goes to work,” Fisher point­ 
ed out. 
“Employers,” said Fisher, "are re­ 
quired to report quarterly to Col­ 
lector of Internal Revenue thfe cor­ 
rect amount of wages paid to each 
part-time and regular worker with 
his or her social security account 
number. Both the worker’s name 
and social security number are need­ 
ed to give the proper wage credit 
on the Social Security Administra­ 
tion’s records. If this is not done, 
the worker may lose certain benefit 
rights. 
“Account numbers are issued at 
our office in Abilene and applica­ 
tions may be obtained at any past 
office and mailed to our office,”

Texas 
Of such, was Billy the Kid, 
who preyed on the Goodnight and 
other cattle of the High Plains. 
Among the cattlemen present who 
had already had contact with these 
out-of-state thieves was John Hitt- 
son. He, with the Clayton Brothers, 
the Curetons, Harts, Blairs and Eu­ 
banks, had pushed out to Callahan 
County from the Palo Pinto, and 
was selling much of his herd to the 
government reservations in New 
Mexico. 
By boldly riding up to a 
certain suspected "ranch 
immed­ 
iately following a big raid on his 
herd he and his own well armed 
group of cowhands was atole to re­ 
trieve most of the lost animals and 
to do it tactfully and without vio­ 
lence. 
And so on this February day in 
1877 the Cattle Kingdom's 400 met to 
get up a permanent organization. Tt 
was to be called the Cattle Raisers 
Association of Northwest Texas, and 


its object was: “That the members 
of the Association shall work toget­ 
her for the good and common inter­ 
est of the stockraisers of Northwest 
Texas and to do all in their Flower 
to advance stock interest.” 
This Cattle Raisers Association of 
other District organizations as well 
as the necleus of the piresent state 
set-up.
